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SUBJECT: US STATEMENT TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL ON THE 
EXTENSION OF UNFICYP 

FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF STATEMENT TO BE DELIVERED IN SECURITY 
COUNCIL JUNE 13 ON EXTENSION OF UNFICYP: AFTER THE VOTE: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

WE HAVE TODAY UNMISTAKABLY AFEIRMED THE CONVICTION OF 
THIS COUNCIL THAT THOSE CONCERNED MUST COMMIT THEMSELVES 
TO RAPID PROGRESS TOWARD A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT ON CYPRUS. 
WE HAVE ALSO, IN RENEWING THE MANDATE OE THE UN FORCES 
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FOR THIS PROGRESS. THE PROLONGED SUFEERING OF THE CYPRIOT 
PEOPLE AS A WHOLE, AND OUR RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER THE 
UNITED NATIONS CHARTER, REQUIRED THESE ACTIONS. 

MY DELEGATION WELCOMES THE RECENT AGREEMENT OE BOTH 
PARTIES TO RESUME THE VIENNA DISCUSSIONS ON JULY 24. WE 
THANK THE SECRETARY GENERAL FOR THE GREAT SKILL AND 
PATIENCE HE HAS SHOWN IN HELPING TO ADVANCE THESE TALKS AND 
IN PRESERVING THEIR MOMENTUM. HIS OBJECTIVE, CAREFUL AND 

ABLE REPORT EMPHASIZES CLEARLY THE HOPEEUL START WHICH HAS 
BEEN MADE AND THE PATIENT EFEORTS, THE GOOD EAITH, AND 
THE MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING, WHICH ARE STILL REQUIRED TO 
ACHIEVE A SETTLEMENT. THE CONTINUED SKILLFUL ASSISTANCE 
OF THE SECRETARY GENERAL WILL, AS THE COUNCIL HAS JUST 
RECOGNIZED, BE ESSENTIAL TO THE SUCCESS OF THIS PROCESS. 

THE COUNCIL HAS ENABLED THIS NEGOTIATING PROCESS TO 
CONTINUE BY EXTENDING THE MANDATE OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
FORCE IN CYPRUS. THE PROFESSIONAL ABILITY AND THE 
SENSITIVE UNDERSTANDING OF THEIR DIFFICULT ROLE SHOWN BY 
THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S REPRESENTATIVE ON CYPRUS, THE 
COMMANDER OF THE UNITED NATIONS EORCE, HIS STAFF, AND ALL 
HIS MEN, HAVE CONTINUED TO MAKE AN OUTSTANDING CONTRIBU- 
TION TO THE SAFETY AND WELFARE OF ALL OF THE PEOPLE OF 
CYPRUS. WE EARNESTLY HOPE THAT ALL PARTIES WILL MAKE 
EVERY EFFORT TO ASSIST, AND TO SAFEGUARD, THE MEN OF THE 
FORCE AS THEY CARRY OUT THEIR DEMANDING AND COMPLEX TASK. 

MY GOVERNMENT EULLY SUPPORTS THE ACTIONS AND CONCLU- 
SIONS ON WHICH THE COUNCIL HAS JUST AGREED. THE 
PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY OF STATE HAVE IN RECENT DAYS 
DIRECTLY URGED THE PARTIES TO RECOGNIZE THE PARAMOUNT 
IMPORTANCE OF REACHING A SETTLEMENT THROUGH FREE NEGO- 
TIATIONS AMONG THEM, AND TO MAKE EFFECTIVE USE OE THE 
ASSISTANCE TO THEM WHICH THE COUNCIL HAS PROVIDED IN THE 
PERSONAL AUSPICES OF THE SECRETARY GENERAL. WE JOIN THIS 
COUNCIL AND THE WORLD COMMUNITY IN EMPHASIZING THAT IN 
THIS WAY PROGRESS MUST BE MADE TOWARD PERMANENT PEACE ON 
CYPRUS - AND IT MUST BE MADE NOW. END TEXT KISSINGER 
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
